Production  of  eggs  and  turkeys  will 
remain  above  I969  levels  for  the  rest  of 
this  year.     Broiler  output  may  decline  to 
near  or  below  year-earlier  levels  toward 
the  end  of  1970.     Substantially  lower 
prices  for  eggs  and  broilers  than  last 
fall  are  likely  this  fall,  but  live  turkey 
prices  may  average  only  moderately  lower. 

Egg  production  the  first  7  months  of 
this  year  averaged  less  than  1  percent 
above  a  year  earlier.    Flock  size  ran 
nearly  2  percent  larger  but  the  rate  of 
lay  was  down  about  1  percent.  Production 
is  expected  to  increase  and  average  moder- 
ately higher  this  fall  than  last.  The 
laying  flock  on  August  1  totaled  311.6 
million  hens,  up  more  than  1  percent  from 
last  August.    Also,  there  were  80  million 
pullets  3  months  old  or  older  not  yet  lay- 
ing— 11  million  more  than  on  this  date  last 
year.     In  addition,  about  h.3  million  more 
egg-type  pullets  were  hatched  during  May- 
June.     Thus,  the  laying  flock  likely  will 
increase  and  average  moderately  above  I969 
in  coming  months.     Also,  the  rate  of  lay 
is  expected  to  gain  and  perhaps  exceed 
last  year's  rate  during  the  fall  because 
of  the  younger  flock  in  prospect. 

Prices  received  by  producers  for  eggs 
averaged  38.5  cents  per  dozen  this  January- 
August,  about  2  cents  above  the  same 
months  of  I969.    However,  prices  declined 
23  cents  a  dozen  from  January  to  May,  and 
prices  have  averaged  below  year-earlier 
levels  since  March,     Prices  received  by 
producers  increased  seasonally  since  May 
and  in  August  averaged  33.3  cents  per 
dozen,  compared  with  36.2  cents  for  August 
1969.    Prices  of  large  eggs  delivered 
Chicago  (80  percent  Grade  A)  weakened  in 
July  and  declined  to  about  35  cents  per 
dozen  in  early  August.  Subsequently, 
prices  increased  and  averaged  1+7.3  cents 
per  dozen  for  the  first  week  of  September, 
compared  with  hQ,6  cents  a  year  earlier. 
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Increased,  egg  production  this  fall  is 
expected  to  hold  egg  prices  below  last 
fall's  relatively  high  U8.1  cents  per 
dozen. 

Broiler  production  will  stay  above 
1969  levels  into  fall  but  by  a  narrowing 
margin.     Output  may  drop  to  or  below  year- 
earlier  levels  in  the  closing  months  of 
1970.    Output  of  broiler  meat  in  Federally 
inspected  plants  during  the  first  7 
months  of  this  year  was  ih  percent  above 
a  year  earlier.    However,  the  output  mar- 
gin over  1969  apparently  has  declined  in 
recent  months.     For  example,  weekly 
slaughter  reports  indicate  that  the  num- 
ber marketed  during  August  averaged  around 
8  percent  above  August  I969.  Also, 
broiler  chick  placements  for  marketing 
in  September-October  averaged  about  5 
percent  larger. 

Wholesale  prices  for  ready-to-cook 
broilers  in  9  cities  averaged  25.7  cents 
per  pound  for  January-August,  17  percent 
below  the  like  period  of  I969.  Broiler 
prices  will  be  under  pressure  from  large 
broiler  supplies  and  increased  pork  pro- 
duction during  the  rest  of  1970. 

The  1970  turkey  crop  is  estimated  to 
total  about  115  million  birds,  8  percent 
more  than  in  I969  but  still  9  percent 
below  the  recora  crop  of  1967.  Both 
heavy  and  light  breed  turkeys  will  be  up 


8  percent.    Heavy  breed  birds  at  103  mil- 
lion account  for  about  90  percent  of  the 
crop — the  same  as  in  I969.     Turkey  slaugh- 
ter during  January-July ,  a  period  of 
seasonally  light  marketings,  was  up  15 
percent  from  the  same  months  of  I969. 
More  fryer-roasters  and  young  turkeys 
were  slaughtered,  fewer  old  turkeys. 

Poult  placements  suggest  that  turkey 
slaughter  during  the  heavy  September- 
December  marketing  period  will  continue 
above  year-earlier  levels  but  the  gain 
over  1969  will  be  smaller.     Poult  produc- 
tion during  March-June,  which  provides 
most  of  the  market  supplies  for  September- 
December,  was  up  a  little  more  than  h 
percent. 

Prices  for  live  turkeys  during  January- 
August  averaged  2h  cents  a  pound  compared 
with  20.5  cents  for  the  same  months  of  I969. 
Higher  prices  resulted  largely  because  of 
smaller  available  supplies.    Although  pro- 
duction was  up  sharply,  reduced  cold  stor- 
age stocks  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
were  more  than  offsetting.     On  August  1, 
however,  cold  storage  stocks  were  157  mil- 
lion pounds,  only  slightly  below  the  I62 
million  on  August  1,  I969.     Turkey  prices 
during  the  main  marketing  period  may  aver- 
age moderately  below  year-earlier  levels 
due  to  larger  turkey  and  broiler  supplies 
and  a  substantial  increase  in  pork  produc- 
tion. 


SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK 


EGGS 


Recent  Situation 


Production — Output  of  eggs  this  year 
has  been  running  near  I969  levels.  Jan- 
uary-July egg  production  totaled  113.2 
million  cases,  less  than  1  percent  more 
than  for  the  same  period  in  19^9 .  Pro- 
duction averaged  3  percent  higher  in  Jan- 
uary but  fell  to  slightly  below  year- 
earlier  levels  in  May  and  June.  Produc- 
tion recoverea  auring  July  and  averaged 


over  1  percent  higher.    Production  this 
year  has  been  below  earlier  expectations 
largely  because  the  rate  of  lay  has  been 
down  from  a  year  earlier. 

July  egg  production  exceeded  1969 
levels  by  h  percent  in  the  South  Central 
region  and  2  percent  in  the  West  Central 
region.    These  increases  were  partially 
offset  by  a  1  percent  decline  in  produc- 
tion for  the  North  Atlantic  and  East 
North  Central  regions.    Production  in  the 
South  Atlantic  and  Western  regions  showed 
little  change.

Stocks — Cold  storage  holdings  of 
eggs  have  increased  in  recent  months  but 
are  still  below  the  relatively  low  levels 
of  1969.     Eggs  and  egg  products  in  cold 
storage  on  August  1  totaled  1.7  million 
cases,  shell  equivalent,  compared  with 
1.9  million  on  August  1,  I969,  and  3.0 
million  cases  on  August  1,  I968.  During 
July  stocks  of  processed  eggs  increased 
10  percent  while  shell  eggs  declined  10 
percent.    Shell  eggs  in  cold  storage  on 
August  1  totaled  lU2,000  cases,  down 
15,000  from  July  1  and  71,000  cases  from 
August  1,  1969. 

Imports — Imports  of  eggs  and  egg 
products  increased  sharply  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1970.     During  January- 
June  they  totaled  20.6  million  dozen 
(shell  equivalent),  less  than  1  percent 
of  domestic  production.    This  compares 
with  about  2.2  million  dozen  during  the 
first  half  of  I969.     Nearly  OO  percent  of 
egg  imports  during  this  period  were  shell 
eggs. 

Prices — Egg  prices  fell  sharply  each 
month  during  February-May  from  the  rela- 
tively high  levels  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.    After  declining  to  a  seasonal 
low  in  May,  egg  prices  generally  trended 
upward  to  a  high  in  mid-July  but  then 
weakened  in  late  July  and  early  August. 
Subsequently  prices  strengthened  and 
averaged  near  year-earlier  levels  in 
early  September.     For  example,  the  Chicago 
delivered  price  for  large  eggs  ( 80  percent 
Grade  A)  d'^clined  from  61+. 7  cents  in 


mid-January  to  a  low  of  31  cents  in  early 
May,  then  trended  up  to  hh  cents  in  mid- 
July.  Prices  again  fell  in  early  August, 
but  strengthened  in  late  August  and  aver- 
aged 1+7.3  cents  a  dozen  in  the  first  week 
of  September.  This  compares  with  1+8.6 
cents  for  the  same  week  in  1969. 

Prices  received  by  producers  for 
eggs  averaged  33  cents  per  dozen  in  raid- 
August.    This  compares  with  36.7  cents 
per  dozen  in  mid-July  and  36.2  cents  for 
August  1969.

The  egg-feed  price  ratio  has  been 
below  last  year  in  recent  months  as  a 
result  of  higher  laying-feed  costs  and 
lower  egg  prices.    The  ratio  for  August 
was  7.9  compared  with  8.7  for  July  and 
8.9  for  August  1969.     Laying  feed  during 
August  averaged  $81+  a  ton,  the  same  as  a 
month  earlier  but  $3  above  August  1969. 

Utilization — Production  of  liquid 
eggs  during  the  first  7  months  of  1970 
exceeded  the  relatively  low  production  in 
the  same  period  of  I969  by  15  percent  but 
was  still  about  1  percent  below  1968. 
Liquid  eggs  used  for  immediate  consumption 
were  up  2l+  percent  while  those  used  for 
drying  and  for  freezing  were  up  25  percent 
and  7  percent.     Shell  eggs  used  for  liquid 
egg  production  diiring  January-July  1970 
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totaled  11.5  million  cases  or  10  percent 
of  total  egg  production  compared  with  10 
million  cases  and  8.9  percent  for  the 
like  period  of  1969. 

Eggs  used  for  hatching  this  year 
through  July  were  13  percent  above  the 
same  period  of  1969.    Eggs  set  for 
broiler-type  chicks  were  9  percent 
greater  and  ik  percent  more  went  for  egg- 
type  chicks.    Total  eggs  uged  for  hatch- 
ing during  this  period  accounted  for 
about  T.T  percent  of  total  eggs  produced, 
compared  with  7  percent  in  I969.  The 
combined  use  of  shell  eggs  for  liquid 
egg  production  and  hatching  purposes  so 
far  this  year  has  more  than  offset  the 
small  increase  in  production. 

Exports  of  shell  eggs  and  egg 
products  for  the  first  half  of  this  year 
were  down  a  fifth  from  a  year  earlier. 
All  of  the  decrease  was  in  exports  of 
shell  eggs  as  exports  of  egg  products 
were  up  15.6  percent.    However,  exports 
of  eggs  accounted  for  less  than  a  half 
percent  of  total  production  during  this 
period. 

From  mid-April  to  the  end  of  June 
USDA  contracted  for  the  delivery  of  about 
16.6  million  pounds  of  scrambled  egg 
mix,  containing  a  minimum  of  51  percent 
egg  solids.    This  was  the  equivalent  of 
about  8i+6,000  cases  of  shell  eggs  and 
around  a  tenth  more  than  purchases  dur- 
ing 1969.    The  egg  mix  purchase,  made 
with  funds  authorized  under  Section  32 
of  Public  Law  7^-320,  helps  supply  high 
protein  food  for  needy  persons.  The 
purchase  program  ended  June  2k, 


Outlook 

Production — Egg  production  is 
expected  to  increase  in  coming  months 
and  average  moderately  above  year- 
earlier  levels  for  the  rest  of  1970. 
The  laying  flock  likely  will  be  larger 
and  the  rate  of  lay  is  expected  to  gain 
and  average  near  or  above  year-earlier 
levels  in  coming  months.    The  laying 
flock  on  August  1  totaled  311.6  million 
hens,  nearly  1.5  percent  more  than  on 
August  1,  1969.    Also,  the  number  of 


pullets  3  months  old  and  older  not  yet 
laying,  at  80. U  million,  was  more  than  11 
million  above  a  year  earlier.     In  addition, 
there  were  about  U.3  million  more  replace- 
ment pullets  hatched  during  May-June — 
most  of  which  will  enter  the  laying  flock 
by  the  end  of  1970. 

Part  of  the  sharp  increase  in  replace- 
ment pullets  likely  will  be  offset  by 
increased  culling  of  old  flocks.    The  egg 
industry  has  been  encouraging  producers  to 
hold  down  the  expeinsion  in  the  laying 
flocks  by  heavier  culling  of  old  flocks 
and  by  reduced  hatchings.    Based  on 
slaughter  of  egg-type  mature  chickens  in 
Federally  inspected  plants  about  3  percent 
more  hens  were  culled  during  January-June 
1970..  Slaughter  during  July  was  up  9  per- 
cent and  weekly  slaughter  reports  indicate 
that  culling  during  August  was  up  about 
a  fifth  from  a  year  earlier. 

The  rate  of  lay,  below  year-earlier 
levels  since  January  1970,  was  down  about 
2  percent  during  May  and  June  but  gained 
and  averaged  only  1  percent  lower  in  July. 
The  rate  of  lay  likely  will  continue  to 
gain  and  perhaps  exceed  last  year  during 
the  fall.    The  larger  number  of  pullets 
entering  the  laying  flocks  combined  with 
heavier  culling  of  old  flocks  will  tend 
to  result  in  a  more  productive  flock  in 
coming  months . 

Prices — Larger  expected  production  of 
eggs  this  fall  likely  will  hold  egg  prices 
below  last  fall's  relatively  high  prices. 
Prices  received  by  producers  during  the 
last  quarter  of  1969  averaged  I48.I  cents 
a  dozen — more  than  8  cents  above  the  last 
quarter  of  I968.     In  addition,  egg  prices 
will  be  under  pressure  in  coming  months 
from  increased  meat  supplies,  particularly 
pork. 

BROILERS 


Recent  Situation 

ProQuction — Broiler  meat  production 
during  1970  has  continued  at  a  record 
high  level.     Since  November  1968  each 
month's  output  has  averaged  above  a  year 
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earlier.    Output  in  Federally  inspected 
plants  diu*ing  the  first  7  months  this 
year  totaled  U.2  billion  pounds,  ready- 
to-cook  weight,  Ik  percent  above  the  same 
period  of  I969.     This  increase  is  up 
sharply  from  the  6  percent  average  annual 
rate  of  increase  during  the  1960's.  The 
number  of  broilers  marketed  during 
January -July  was  up  13  percent  and  the 
average  live  weight  of  broilers  marketed 
was  about  1  percent  heavier. 


during  July,  prices  did  not  increase 
seasonally  but  remained  near  the  26  cent 
level  and  averaged  about  20  percent  below 
a  year  earlier.     But  prices  during  July 
1969,  as  a  result  of  strong  consumer 
demand  and  relatively  high  red  meat 
prices,  increased  more  than  seasonally 
and  averaged  32.5  cents  a  pound.

Broiler  markets  have  continued  weak 
in  recent  weeks.    The  9-city  average 
wholesale  price  for  broilers  averaged 
25.5  cents  a  pound  in  August  and  2k, 2 
cents  for  the  first  week  in  September. 
This  compares  with  31.1  cents  and  29.6 
cents  for  the  same  period  of  I969. 

Lower  broiler  prices  so  far  this 
year  were  largely  the  result  of  the  large 
increase  in  broiler  meat  supplies.  In 
contrast  to  larger  broiler  supplies, 
competing  meat  supplies  have  been  only  a 
little  larger  and  retail  prices  generally 
have  been  higher  because  of  strong  con- 
sumer demand  and  general  inflationary 
pressures . 

The  broiler-feed  price  ratio  for 
January-August  declined  and  averaged  more 
than  10  percent  below  the  same  months  of 
1969.    This  lower  ratio  resulted  from  a 
k  percent  higher  feed  price  combined  witti 
an  8  percent  lower  average  live  price 
for  broilers.    The  average  price  paid  by 
producers  for  feed  during  the  period 
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remained  steady  at  about  $9^  a  ton  com- 
pared with  $90  in  I969. 

Exports — Exports  of  whole  young 
chickens  and  chicken  parts  (primarily 
broilers)  during  the  first  half  of  1970 
totaled  1+3. 9  million  pounds — up  6  percent 
from  1969.    Exports  of  whole  young  chick- 
ens were  up  I8  percent  and  accounted  for 
nearly  three-fourths  of  the  total  exported 
while  chicken  parts  were  up  only  2  per- 
cent. 

Poultry  exports  in  1970  to  Switzer- 
land and  Greece  under  USDA's  Export 
Program  through  August  totaled  13.8  mil- 
lion pounds  at  a  cost  of  $1.8  million. 
Of  this  amount,  11.8  million  pounds  were 
for  Switzerland  at  a  cost  of  $1.6  million 
compared  with  11.5  million  pounds  and  $2 
million  for  the  same^.  period  last  year. 
No  payments  were  made  in  19^9  for  ship- 
ments to  Greece. 

USDA  Purchases — Purchases  of  canned 
boned  chicken  by  USDA  for  distribution  to 
needy  persons  this  year  through  September 
10  totaled  3^.h  million  pounds,  equiva- 
lent ready-to-cook  carcass  weight,  at  a 
cost  of  $18.0  million.    The  first  pur- 
chases this  year  were  made  in  early  June, 
while  in  19^9  they  began  in  late  July. 
For  all  of  1969  purchases  of  canned 
boned  chicken,  ready-to-cook  equivalent, 
totaled  ^1.1  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of 
$1.6  million. 


Outlook 

Production — Broiler  production  is 
expected  to  continue  above  year-earlier 
levels  into  fall  but  the  margin  is 
expected  to  narrow  substantially  from 
the  first  half  of  this  year.     Output  in 
the  closing  months  of  1970  may  fall  to 
or  below  year-earlier  levels.  Placements 
of  broiler  chicks  in  22  commercial  States 
during  July  and  August  for  market  supplies 
during  September  and  October  averaged 
about  5  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
Eggs  set  in  these  same  States  during  the 
last  3  weeks  of  August  averaged  about  3 
percent  below  a  year  earlier.     If  pro- 
ducers follow  the  recommendations  to  cut 
back  production  sharply  for  the  week 


preceding  Thanksgiving  and  again  for  the 
week  before  Christmas,  production  likely 
will  fall  below  year-earlier  levels  in 
November  and  December. 

The  decline  in  the  broiler-feed  price 
relationship  this  year  likely  will  result 
in  less  expansion  in  coming  months.  The 
ratio  for  August  was  2,8,  down  more  than 
a  fifth  from  August  1969.    The  lower 
ratio  has  resulted  in  the  number  of  pullet 
chick  replacements  for  the  broiler  hatch- 
ery supply  flocks  declining  in  recent 
months  to  below  year-earlier  levels. 
Pullet  chick'  placements  for  the  broiler 
hatchery  supply  flocks  during  May-July 
were  3  percent  below  the  same  months  of 
1969.    The  size  of  the  broiler  hatchery 
supply  flock  during  early  1971  likely 
will  average  aroiind  27  million  layers, 
up  about  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Prices — Prices  for  broilers  this 
fall  are  expected  to  continue  below  year- 
earlier  levels.    Prices  will  be  under 
pressure  from  large  broiler  supplies  and 
increasing  pork  supplies.    Hog  slaughter 
has  been  up  substantially  in  recent  weeks 
and  probably  will  continue  considerably 
larger  through  winter.    On  June  1  there 
were  h  percent  more  hogs  in  weight  groups 
that  provide  the  bulk  of  summer  supply 
and  12  percent  more  that  usually  reach 
market  weight  in  the  fall.     In  mid- 
September  barrows  and  gilts  at  7  markets 
were  about  6  cents  per  pound  under  a  year 
ago.    Hog  prices  likely  will  show  some 
further  decline  later  this  fall  as 
slaughter  increases  seasonally,  averaging 
considerably  below  October-December  1969 
when  barrows  and  gilts  averaged  near  26 
cents , 


TURKEYS 


Recent  Situation 

Production — Turkeys  raised  in  1970 
are  expected  to  total  about  115  million 
birds,  8  percent  more  than  in  1969»  but 
9  percent  below  the  record  production  in 
1967.  More  turkeys  are  being  raised  in 
nearly  all  important  turkey  producing 
States.     Of  the  20  largest  turkey 
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producing  States — raising  a  million  or 
more  turkeys  annually — only  Missouri's 
production  is  reported  below  I969.  By 
regions,  production  is  expected  to  be  up 
20  percent  in  the  East  North  Central,  8 
percent  each  in  the  South  Central  and 
West,  and  6  percent  in  each  of  the  other 
regions .

Turkey  meat  output  during  the  first 
7  months  o^  1970  in  Federally  inspected 
plants  totaled  U39  million  pounds,  16 
percent  above  1969. 

Volume  of  turkeys  dxiring  January- 
July  used  in  further  processing  was  down 
while  the  cut-up  volume  increased.  Dur- 
ing this  period  227  million  pounds  were 
used  in  further  processing,  down  6  per- 
cent and  85  million  pounds  were  cut  up, 
2  percent  more  than  in  the  same  period 
of  1969.     The  decline  in  further  process- 
ing of  turkeys  probably  was  caused  by 
smaller  available  supplies,  higher  prices, 
and  the  expectation  of  larger  supplies 
later  in  the  year. 

Prices — Prices  for  live  turkeys  so 
fax  in  1970  have  been  above  year-earlier 
levels.     Prices  during  January -August 
averaged  20.5  cents  a  pound — 3.5  cents 
above  the  same  months  of  1969 .  Higher 
prices  for  this  period  largely  resulted 
from  smaller  total  available  turkey 
supplies.    Although  output  of  turkey  meat 
was  up,  sharply  reduced  cold  storage 
stocks  kept  supplies  below  I969  levels. 
On  Janxiary  1,  1970,  turkey  cold  storage 
stocks  totaled  192  million  pounds,  down 
125  million  pounds  from  January  1,  I969. 


Both  heavy  and  light  breed  turkeys 
are  expected  to  be  8  percent  above  I969. 
Heavy  breed  birds  probably  will  total 
102.8  million  compared  with  9h,9  million 
last  year.     Light  breed  birds  raised  dur- 
ing 1970  are  estimated  at  12.2  million 
compared  with  11.3  million  in  I969. 
Light  breeds  are  expected  to  account  for 
about  10  percent  of  the  total  number  of 
turkeys  raised,  about  the  same  as  in  I969. 

Turkeys  marketed  through  Federally 
inspected  plants  during  January-July  this 
year  totaled  33.1  million  birds,  17  per- 
cent more  than  in  the  same  months  of  I969. 
The  number  of  fryer-roasters  were  up  15 
percent,  young  turkeys  up  19  percent 
while  old  turkeys  marketed  were  down  23 
percent.    The  average  live  weight  of 
turkeys  marketed  at  I6.8  pounds  was 
about  the  same  as  in  I969.

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Stocks  aeclinea  seasonally  during  the 
first  5  months  of  1970  and  on  June  1 
totaled  7^  million  pounds  compared  with 
123  million  a  year  earlier.    They  were 
the  lowest  since  June  1966.     Cold  storage 
stocks  began  rising  in  June  and  on  August 
1  totaled  ltj7  million  pounds,  about  5 
million  pounds  below  a  year  earlier. 

USDA  Purchases — On  August  6,  the 
USDA  began  buying  young,  whole  ready-to- 
cook  frozen  turkeys  for  use  in  school 
lunches.    Turkey  must  be  from  domestic 
1970  production,  inspected  for  wholesome- 
ness  and  graded  for  quality  at  time  of 
slaughter.     They  must  be  US  Grade  A 
(except  that  lots  may  contain  up  to  30 
percent  by  weight  of  US  Grade  B  turkeys ) 
and  must  have  been  slaughtered  within  1^+ 
days  prior  to  award  of  contract.  Through 
September  10,  a  total  of  17.2  million 
pounds  had  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
$6.1  million.    Also,  the  equivalent  of 
1  million  pounds,  ready-to-cook  basis, 
of  canned  boned  turkey  has  been  purchased 
through  September  10. 

Military  Purchases — Purchases  of 
turkey  meat  by  the  military  for  the  first 
5  months  of  1970  totaled  10.8  million 
pounds  compared  with  15.3  million  pounds 
in  the  like  perioa  of  I969. 

Exports — Turkey  meat  exports  for 
January-June  totaled  11.8  million  pounds, 
ready-to-cook  weight.    This  compares  with 
IU.5  million  pounds  in  the  same  months  of 
1969.     Exports  of  turkey  parts,  account- 
ing for  89  percent  of  the  total,  were 
down  13  percent  while  those  of  whole 
turkeys  were  down  U6  percent.     Last  year 
U5  percent  of  the  year's  total  exports 
occurred  in  this  period. 


Outlook 

Production — Turkey  meat  production 
during  the  rest  of  1970  will  continue 
moderately  above  year-earlier  levels  but 


the  margin  will  narrow  in  the  heavy  pro- 
duction period  of  September-December. 
Output  during  this  period  usually  ac- 
counts for  over  60  percent  of  the  annual 
volume.     The  number  of  poults  hatched 
during  March-June,  that  will  provide  most 
of  the  market  supplies  for  the  September- 
December  period,  was  up  a  little  more 
than  U  percent.    Thus,  assuming  that  the 
average  live  weight  of  turkeys  marketed 
will  be  about  the  same  as  in  I969,  pro- 
duction during  the  last  h  months  of  1970 
probably  will  be  U  to  5  percent  above  the 
same  months  of  I969. 

Prices — Turkey  prices  during  the 
main  marketing  season,  September-December, 
may  average  moderately  below  year-earlier 
levels  when  prices  ran  up  sharply.  Con- 
tinued larger  production  will  keep  turkey 
meat  supplies  above  I969  for  the  balance 
of  the  yeax.     A  larger  supply  of  turkeys, 
a  substantial  increase  in  pork  and  a 
large  supply  of  broilers  will  tend  to 
hold  live  turkey  prices  moderately  below 
the  23.2  cents  average  for  September- 
December  1969. 

HIGHER  PRODUCTION  COSTS  FOR 
POULTRY  AND  EGGS  LIKELY 

Production  costs  will  continue  to 
increase  in  coming  months.     Prices  paid 
by  producers  for  feed  this  fall  and  win- 
ter likely  will  be  above  year-earlier 
levels.     How  much  above  will  depend  large- 
ly on  the  outcome  of  the  1970  corn  crop. 
Feed  costs  normally  account  for  around 
one-half  of  the  total  costs  of  producing 
eggs  and  around  two-thirds  of  the  cost 
of  producing  broilers  and  turkeys.  Costs 
of  other  production  items  are  expected 
to  continue  to  increase.     The  index  of 
prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production 
items  (including  feed),  interest,  taxes, 
and  wage  rates  averaged  136  in  August 
1970  ( 1957-59=100 )~up  from  131  a  year 
earlier.
